In a statement issued today. 
Dr. L. W. Dales said that the 
argument that the town cannot 
afford the additional cost of the 
full recreation council grant was 
without foundation.

The text of Dr^ Dales' state- 
ment: 

"After so many years of pub- 
lic service in our town, the time 
has arrived for me- to bow out of 
your political picture with, I 
hope, dignity and in support 
without equivocation of a new 
deal for the young and old of 
this town. 

"All arguments against my 
position are unsound and futile 
and in time will be proven so. 
The recreation council and I are 
fighting the same battle that 
has been fought throughout the 
ages for a better, happier, and 
freer life. Opposed to us are in- 
difference, prejudice, persona] 
pique and elements that object to 
town control and management of 
its own responsibilities. 

"The financial argument of 
added expense is without found- 
ation as the budget has ample 
provision for this small addition- 
al request. 

"There may be an opportunity 
provided in the near or distant 
future to obtain a declaration 
from the citizens as to which 
road Newmarket will - take, 
backwards or forwards, in the 
care, training and health of its 
citizens. 

"Even the cost of an election 
would be cheaper than wasting 
time and talent in these impor- 
tant post-war years. We take 
pleasure in the industrial growth 
of the town and pride in hearing 
Newmarket well spoken of. My 
only purpose is to give proper 
attention to the extra demands 
for health and recreation that 
accompany material growth.

Col. Wallace Bunton, chief 
penitentiary officer of the Salva- 
tion Army, was guest speaker at 
the first meeting of the Trinity 
United church Brotherhood in 
the church Monday night. Sixty- 
seven men attended. 

Telling of the formation of the 
Salvation Army and the work 
accomplished by that organiza- 
tion, Col. Bunton enlarged on his 
own work in the prisons. He 
said that youth delinquency and 
crime in general could be usual- 
ly traced back to the home life 
of the. individual. He stressed 
the importance of a decent home 
environment and said that un- 
less "the mother and father can 
prepare a future for their chil- 
dren, there will always be 
crime." 

In the reformatory in Guclph, 
Col. Bunton said that of the 900 
prisoners there, 600 were only 
children, all being under the age 
1 of 19, The remaining prisoners 
were all under 25. 

It was the first meeting of the 
Brotherhood and represented an 
effort by the minister, Rev. 
Henry Cotton, to provide a men's 
association for the male mem- 
bers of the congregation. >

Members of the high school 
boards and other municipal offi- 
cers of Newmarket and district 
heard a discussion in the advan- 
tages of high school areas at a 
meeting in the Newmarket high 
school Wednesday night which 
was addressed by G. L. Duffin, 
member of the department of 
education for Ontario. 

The meeting at Newmarket 
was one of a series of meetings 
which have been held through- 
out the county. 

Mr.. Duf fin's proposal to his 
audience was that a high school 
area for the Newmarket high 
school be formed as soon as pos- 
sible. Pointing out that munici- 
palities were under no compul- 
sion to form such an area, that It 
could only be done by request 
from the municipalities involved, 
Mr. Duffin stated the following 
points in favor of the proposal: 

The worth of a school is deter- Hogan. 
mined by the number of pupils 
attending it. A small school 
cannot provide a large curricu- 
lum, cannot include separate 
agricultural, shop, home econ- 
omics, commercial and academic 
courses. A school area .with an 
assessment of five to ten million 
dollars and with a population of 
• five to ten thousand people -pro- 
vides a school with an enrolment 
of 30Q or more which is large 
enough to provide the above 
courses. 

Improved taxation. At the 
present time, rural people pay 
taxes to the coimty which have 
little or no bearing on the schools 
in their locality. In the high 
school area, taxes would be paid 
directly to the school. Under the 
conditions above, it is estimated 
there is no increase in taxation 
but there is provision for a bet- 
ter school. In some instances, 
Mr. Duffin said, there has been 
a decrease in taxation. 

Transportation. A condition of 
a high school area is the provis- 
ion of transportation for all 
pupils needing it. It has been 
found, Mr. Duffin said, that the 
cost of transportation is easily 
borne in a high school area be- 
cause of lowered taxation. 

In summing up, Mr. Duffin 
said that the intention of the high 
school .area plan was to consoli- 
date schools so that instead of 
two or three small schools with 
little funds for improvement 
and unable to maintain broad 
curriculums, one school is pro- 
vided with sufficient enrolment 
to provide a complete secondary 
school curriculum including shop 
work, home economics, commer- 
cial courses and academic cour- 
ses. : 

"Naturally, in a high school 
area, there would be representa- 
tion from all sections contribut- 
ing to the upkeep of the school," 
said Mr. Duffin. "There would 
be rural representation as well 
as municipal. That is not the 
case now."

G. W. Baker, who built the 
first building ever erected in 
New Gormlcy and thereby start- 
ed what is now quite a sizeable 
and attractive hamlet, has just 
disposed of his last holdings 
there in the sale of the house 
and garage to Floyd Ban ford, 
Oakvillc, an experienced garage- 
man, and his father who now 
lives in Port Colborne. Mr. and 
Mrs. Baker will shortly. move to 
Newmarket where they have just 
purchased a house. 

The retirement of Mr. Baker 
from New Gormley recalls the 
fact that he not only erected the 
first building there, but he was 
the first man to carry on bus- 
iness in the place, handling coal 
and other commodities. He 
states that when he started build- 
ing, there was good prospects of 
the C.N.R. coming through and 
it. did come shortly after. The 
first ear of coal to stop at Gorm- 
ley was consigned to Mr. Baker- 
It cost him $5.32 wholesale at the 
Bridge and it sold for $7 a ton. 
Good coal and no trash in those 
days, says Mr. Baker. The mar- 
gin of profit was narrow, he 
states, but all the dealer had to 
do- was to weigh it out. Farmers 
caine and did their own shovel- 
ling and cartage. 

The coming of Mr. Baker from 
the store at Almira 40 years ago 
is undoubtedly the cause of the 
present hamlet being on the map 
today and he can rightfully go 
down in history as the founder 
of New Gormley." Since that 
time around 190ft, many fine 
homes have been built, a church 
and a store, as well as the Baker 
business. One of the larger 
houses in the hamlet was built on 
the north side by Mr. Baker who 
sold it last year to Arthur Heat- 
on, Mnrkhain. Mr. ami Mrs. 
Baker expect to move to New- 
market about the first of May.

Asserting that they were 100 
percent behind the. community 
recreation program, members of 
the Newmarket town council 
Monday night refused to increase 
the grant of $500 to the New- 
market Community Recreation 
Council to the $1,000 asked for 
by the recreation council. 

Members of the town council 
said that should the recreation 
council find that it was in fin- 
ancial difficulties later in the 
year, the town council would 
listen favorably to requests for 
additional aid. 

Reeve Arthur D. Evans was 
in the chair in the absence of 
Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales whose 
resignation was sent to the town 
council by mail. Present be- 
sides the eight town councillors 
were members of the Newmar- 
ket Community Recreation 
Council executive including the 
chairman, C. R. Blackstock, 

A letter was read by Mrs. 
Caroline Edwards, a copy of 
which had been sent to every 
member of the town council 
and which had been approved by 
the recreation council executive, 
in which it was said that the re- 
fusal to provide the full grant 
could only be interpreted as 
want of confidence in the recrea- 
tion council and would be fol- 
lowed by the resignation of the 
recreation council executive. 

Members of the recreation 
council were present at the 
council meeting to observe pro- 
ceedings and to answer any 
questions which might arise 
about the work of the recreation 
council. 

Mrs. Edwards said that she 
had been at fault since, although 
she had given regular reports of 
the recreation council activity, 
she had "failed in bringing to 
the town council table the en- 
thusiasm which was felt by the 
recreation council." She con- 
tinued: "The machinery for co- 
ordinating a community recrea- 
tion program is set up. Plans 
ore ready for a house to house 
canvass. I have been ossurcd 
that some of the industries arc 
in favor of such a program. The 
provincial government considers 
recreation in the community of 
such importance that it is ready 
to provide grants up to one-third 
of salary expenses. Other places 
have been more than delighted 
with the results of such a pro- 
gram and the work that has been 
accomplished. Such a program Is 
badly needed here. Lost year, 
the school board sent the coun- 
cil a Idler asking that such a 
program be initiated." 

C. R. Blackstock, chairman of 
the recreation council executive: 
"There is no intention of waving 
a big stick. The grant of $500 
wouldn't lost four months, as o 
salary for o recreation co-ordina- 
tor ot $125 a month. We ore not 
prepared to go on unless we 
have the support of the town 
council as shown through the 
grant we asked for." 

Frank Bowser: "Did you un- 
derstand that if the recreation 
council got into trouble, it could 
come to us again? .We have done 
that before, given grants ond 
then helped again when it was 
found the grants weren't enough. 
The feeling is that we have big 
expenditures ahead but we want 
to keep the mill-rate down. We 
have to figure on those working 
in the lower salary brockets who 
must foot the costs. We haven't 
turned a cold shoulder to your 
proposition." 

Joseph Vale: "We have all 
sorts of requests. Everyone 
wants increases In grouts. Wc 
moke increases as we con. 
Everyone comes to us ond we 
meet their requests the best we 
con. We hove cut down on our 
own committee requests." 

Deputy-Reeve J. L. Spillette, 
chairman of the finance commit- 
tee: "For example, a request 
from the roods ond bridges com- 
mittee for $13,500 wos cut by 
$2,975. The property committee 
requests for $4,300 was cut by 
$1,300. We ore not getting the 
income we used to get from elec- 
tric power which helped n lot In 
financing the town. Bringing 
new industries here has meant 
heovy expenditures. ' We hod to 
level the trolley right-of-way at 
a cost of $1,023. A steel bridge 
for a railway siding . into the 
property will cost $8,000. For 
garbage disposal there Is $2,000. 
The county levy Is up because of 
hospital expenses and the Chil- 
dren's Aid. We are faced with 
a very tough situation." 

Mr. Blackstock: "As an execu- 
tive and subject to majority rule, 
we decided that unless we had 
the assurance of $1,000 from the 
Newmarket town council we 
would be unable 1 to carry on. 
Wc wanted to know what we 
were getting so wc. could 

I our expenditures." 



Mr. Vale: "We have to recon- 
cile all sorts of demands for 
money too. If you could limit 
your expenditures to what you 
have, $500 from the town coun- 
cil, approximately $1,200 from a 
canvass in town, and the $800 
from the grant, you would have 
$£.500, then if you found your- 
self faced with unforeseen ex- 
penditures, you could appeal to 
us for help." 

H. W. Bell, chairman of the 
facilities committee of the recre- 
ation council: "Then, let us have 
a guarantee of your aid in the 
future." 

R. C. Morrison: "I understood 
that when the council refused to 
give more than $500 last week, 
that if the recreation council 

were to appeal for help, it would 

meet with a favorable response 
from council in the fall. I have 
still that belief." 

Reeve A. D. Evans: "We are 
interested in the health and 
recreation of Newmarket. We 
have all the other concerns of 
the town as well. If you need 
help, you can apply to us again." 
Deputy-Reeve Spillette: "I 
would like to know if the editor- 
ial in The Era and Express was 
sanctioned by the recreation 
council?" 

Mr. Blackstock: "No, it was 
not. On the other hand, how- 
ever, I certainly claim the right 
for the editor to voice his opin- 
ion." 

Mr. Vole: "I can't get over 
your attitude. You threaten to 
resign if not granted the money 
you ask for. Supposing all or- 
ganizations took that stand?" 

Mr. Bowser: "Would you re- 
consider your letter. You don't 
know how much you are going 
to spend. You don't know if the 
people are going to support you 
for $300 or $3,000." 

Mr. Blackstock: "Would it be 
asking loo much to be assured 
of the remainder of the gront at 
a later date?" 

Mr. Vole: "In oil deference to 
your associates, Mr. Blackstock, 
when I heard of your request 
for $1,000 I wasn't too keen. I 
compromised on $500. With the 
other money you hove or hope 
to have, it gives you a total of 
$2,400 or $2,500. If we sow the 
program clicking, we would have 
every justification for helping 
you. If the program works, we 
are not going to sec you stuck. 
You should start your program 
within the limits of what you 
have." r 

Mr. Blackstock: "We ore start- 
ing in a small way even with the 
amount we osked of $1,000." 

, Mrs. M. B. Seldon, chairman. 
of the finance committee of the- 
recreation council: "We set the- 
surri of $3,000' os a start on the 
advice of the department repre- 
sentatives who also advised us 
that we should ask of the coun- 
cil $2,000 ond not $1,000 as wc 
did. We have osked the least 
possible amount." 

Reeve Evans: "Everybody is 
interested in the welfare of the' 
town. At the present time, I am 
not prepared to vole the $500. I 
suggest you come to us when 
you need help." 

J. A. Perks: "Like the others, 
I am most intersted in seeing 
the recreation program being a 
success but I <lo not feel that wo 
should gront $1,000 now."" 

Mr. Morrison: "We are all in 
sympathy with the recreation 
council. I would like to see the 
members of the recreational 
council carry away with them a 
verbal assurance of aid in the 

foil." 

G. M. Byers: "You hove the 
support of the town council. I' 
would like to ask you once again 
to continue within the limits ot 
what you hove ond place trust 
ond confidence in the town 
council to help you if needed." 

Deputy-Reeve J. L. Spillette: 
"I want you to feel that the fin- 
ance committee is 100 percent 
behind the. recreation council. 
We certainly hove a budget suf- 
ficiently elastic to help you." 

Mr. Vole: "I will not guarantee 
the $500 in the fall." 

Mr. Blackstock: "Summing up 
then, as I understand it, you 
want us to go ahead with what 
we have. Jive within our present 
finances, and if something un- 
foreseen comes up, we can ap- 
proach you." 

Mr. Blackstock said that there 
would be a meeting of the 
recreation council to discuss the 
town council decision and the 
meeting ended with members of 
the town council shaking hands 
with Mr. Blackstock and giving 
assurances of good-will.

■' Despite the assurances of members of the 
Newmarket town council that they are enthusi- 
astically* behind the Newmarket Community 
Recreation Council, despite the assurances that 
the town council will listen sympathetically at a 
later date to requests for financial help by the 
recreation council, the Newmarket town council 
did not move to grant the request of the com- 
. munity recreation council for $1,000. 

The town council's contribution still stands at 
$500, -We can't see,, despite the foregoing, that 
there has been any change in the situation since 
last week. We can see no reason for altering our 
opinion that members of the town council 
arc paying lip service only to community recrea- 
tion. 

The fact remains tr^at despite repeated re- 
quests that members of the town council put in 
writing their assurances of a "sympathetic hear- 
ing': for additional financial aid in the fall, they 
refused to do so. Members of the council arc 
■ unanimous, verbally, in supporting the recrc? • 
ational council. They refuse to say so in writing. 
There is no legitimate reason why the grant 
sought by the recreation council of $1,000 should 
not be made. Members of the town council, as 
reported on the front page, argue that in view of 
the heavy expenses for Newmarket this year, 
they cannot sec their way to grant a fledgling 
organization Jike the recreation council $1,000 
without evidence of its work to justify the sum. 
Yet in the words of the chairman of the fin- 
ance committee of council, Deputy-Reeve J. I* 
Spillette. the town budget is sufficiently "elastic" 
to cover a financial embarrassment of the recrea- 
tion council in the future. What is the difference 
between covering the recreation council's bills 
sometime ; Jn the future and paying the full grant 
now? For if the recreation council goes ahead 
with its present inadequate grant, it will surely 
show a red figure for the amount, at least, which 
the town council is not granting now. 

Councillor Joseph Vale suggests, however; that 
the recreation council trim its budget to what 
funds it h.is now which would total in round 
figures: $800 (provincial grant on last year's 
activities); $500 (town council grant); and $1,200 
(estimated return from a door-lo-door canvass of 
Newmarket); a total of $2,500. Mr. Vale's sug- 
gestion is that the recreation council should start 
slowly and justify its claim to larger grants on 
what it can accomplish with this amount. 

The flaw here is that a town council grant of 
$1,000 is the minimum for even a slow begin- 
ning. Community recreation can be an expen- 
sive business. The recreation council, knowing 
this, has held its plans to a minimum and $1,000 
from the town council is in turn indicative of 
that minimum. As for the justification of its de- 
mand for $1,000, members of the town council 
need look no further than the splendid program 
carried on by the Lions club last summer for six 
v/ceks. 

The Newmarket Lions club program was open 
to public school age children only and was oper- 
ated during the afternoons only. The bill for 
those six weeks was over $500. To provide an 
equivalent program the year round would cost 
$5,200 at least. Yet the community recreation 
council plans an all-day, all-ages program and 
this on a budget of $3,000. The recreation coun- 
cil need not be concerned with justifying its need 
nor its request for $1,000. The facts speak for 
themselves. 

Urro. .then, in brief is. the situation as it exists 
now. Tae town council supports the recreation 
council. 'I ho town council will listen favorably 
to ixow-ms .for further aid in the fall. The 
recreation council, is assured the budget is suf- 
ficiently elastic to accommodate them in the fall. 
B,ut the town council refuses to put those offers 
m writing. N'o further comment is needed. 



END OF SUBSIDIES? 

There can be no objection .to farmers receiving 
the additional -four cents a pound for creamery 
butter. The increase was sought by the farmer 
because of the rising costs of production. The 



farmer was simply unable to produce butter at 
the former price. The butter shortage is suf- 
ficient proof of that . 

The federal government Is open to criticism/ 
however, for the manner in which the increase 
was made. The whole four-cent increase is 
borne directly by the consumer. This Is contrary 
to practice during the war years when increases 
were met by the payment of subsidies. *We can 
see no reason for the payment of subsidies being 
discontinued as the manner in which the butter 
increase \\as provided would seem to indicate. 

The practice of subsidies enabled the consumer 
during the war years to buy at close to pre-war 
levels. It was not taking money from one pocket 
and paying it into the other as critics of the sub- 
sidy method contended. 

Revenues for subsidies came from many 
sources, some far removed , from - the circum- 
stances of the subsidy payment. Subsidies pro- 
vided a means of distributing increased costs 
over a wide field instead of concentrating the 
price increase directly on the consumer. - 

Despite the government control that the pay- 
ment of subsidies brought upon production, their 
effect, we believe, was beneficial to the whole 
nation. We hope that the placing of the butter 
increase directly upon the consumer is not the 
first example of a different policy.

UNSEEMLY HASTE 



The first division of the house 
came this week, and indicated in- 
creased government support. The 
want-of-confidence motion pre- 
sented by Conservative Leader 
Bracken was voted down 149-48 
and a C.C.F. motion defeated 
182-25. Just before 6 p.m., Wed- 
nesday, a Social Credit amend- 
ment was lost 166 to 34 votes. 
Supporting the Social Crediters 
were the most of the C.C.F. and 
five Conservatives. The debate 
on the speech from the throne 
concluded Thursday, a saving of 
about two weeks as compared to 
last session. It was adopted on 
division without a recorded vote.

Does the government fear that should too 
much time elapse between the announcement of 
the bill's provision and the final reading of it, 
there will be a sufficient body of public opinion 
formed to prevent the passage of the bill? Yet 
if the government party believes it is truly in- 
terpreting the will of the people, its members 
must know that for everyone opposing the bill 
there would be one or more in favor of it. 
Therefore why fear a delay. The whole pro- 
cedure is not one to inspire confidence in the 
sponsors of the bill. 

As for the provision of the bill itself, from the 
incomplete information available, it appears that 
while outlets for liquor are increased manifold, 
penalties for the abuse of the bill's provisions 
are heavier and more, far reaching than in the 
past. How sound this new set of checks and 
balances is is questionable. 

Unfortunately, a controversial bill such as the 
liquor bill provokes statements and actions by 
both those in favor and those opposed which in 
their extremity, draw attention away from the 
real issue. Under the circumstances, the provin- 
cial government would be advised to make haste 
more slowly. The second reading of the bill 
w?s scheduled for Tuesday, at the time this was 
written. It is to be hoped that before there is a 
final reading, the government will take time out 
to hear rational discussion of the advantages and 
disadvantages of the legislation and to provide 
a sufficient period of time for the will . of the 
majority to he really heard.

This week in the house, I had 
(he privilege of seconding a bill 
to designate our annual national 
holiday of July I as "Canada 
Day." The purpose of. this bill 
is to achieve a better identifica- 
tion of our national day, in the 
hope of inspiring a more ardent 
spirit of patriotic Canadianism. 

Labor Minister Mitchell an- 
nounced government policy to. 
increase the number of conscien- 
tious objectors in agricultural 
work for the coming crop season. 
Until all or practically all of the 
enlisted men are demobilized 
from the armed services, Mr. 
Mitchell remarked, the govern- 
ment plans to have conscientious 
objectors carry on either alterna- 
tive^ service work or work in 
agriculture. 

Agricultural Minister Gardiner 
announced new understandings 
and contracts with the British 
government for the export of 
bacon and ham, cheese, evapor- 
ated milk, eggs and meat over 
the period of the next one, two 
or three years. 

To reach the high ex'port ob- 
jectives set in the different 

agreements, it would appear that 

Canadians will face continued 
meat and butter rationing for an 
indefinite period, possibly as 
long as the next two years. The 
agreement on bacon and ham 
calls for an increased price to be 
paid by Britain, amounting to 
about $3 per hog. Accordingly 
the government here is cutting 
the wartime premiums paid on 
better class hogs for export. The 
wartime drain on the federal 
treasury for the payment of hog 
subsidies will be lessened to 
some extent with a resultant net 
increase of $2 per hog in price 
and premium combined to the 
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The .Editor, The Newmarket

BREWERIES

There are some who press for "nationaliza- 
tion" of the liquor business, which is a comfort- 
ing thought and easy to say, but converted to 
plain facts and dollars and cents it reveals a dif- 
ferent picture. 

The Ottawa Journal takes the recent annual 
statement of the Mclcher'S Distilleries, Limited, 
as an example and boils it down for human con- 
sumption. Here is what they found. The com- 
pany had an operating profit in 1945 of $1,057,- 
521. The dominion government for income tax 
and excess profits took $836,000— a small part of 
which will be returned some time. The com- 
pany was allowed $122,712 for depreciation of 
plant. There remained out of that $1,057,521 a 
net profit of $98,809, of which $75,000 was paid 
as dividends to the bloated capitalists who hold 
the company's slock. - 

Then another follow through. That $75,000 
paid as dividends is taxable in the incomes of 
those who hold any of this stock/ and the domin- 
ion government eventually will get a large part 
of it, probably one half. On the company's pot- 
able products, moreover, the dominion and 
provincial governments collect from the con- 
sumer a cojossal rate of profit on every bottle. 

Those who press for "nationalization" of the 
liquor business in all its phases should realize 
what is going on. The dominion government 
enjoys the lion's share of the profits with none 
of the responsibilities of management, none of 
the worries of employment and payrolls and ad- 
ministration. From the treasury's point of view, 
what could be. finer?

Imagination, one can make up 
wonderful tales. Maybe there 
has been a murder committed 
there at some time and the 
house is haunted. Maybe a 
band of crooks have made It a 
refuge. Maybe a misanthrope 
has retired there to get away 
from a world he despises. 

Or In sharp contrast to all this, 
maybe we turn a sudden corner 
and there," with a spire soaring 
heaven-ward, I* a little country 
church, hallowed by the prayer 



Human beings reveal them- 
selves in so many ways. We are, 
able to know a man's character 
by his actions, his habits, and 
the general outlook of his life*. 
Yet not only from these do We 
! learn of a man as to what man- 
ner of man he is. We can also 
gather- a great deal from his 
words, his conversation, and in 
particular from the phrases 
which frequently fall from his 
lips. If this is true of men in 
general, it is also true of Christ, 
for He was perfect man. Christ 
seems to have repeatedly used 
the words: "Fear not" when 
talking with men, particularly 
when they were perplexed and 
troubled concerning some new 
situation, some new truth re- 
vealed. Whenever His hearers 
were perplexed and troubled, 
Christ was clothed in the calm- 
ness of repose upon God. He 
was the Master of every situa- 
tion, and this He repeatedly 
showed in His encouragement to 
His hearers that they should put 
away fear. "Fear not" was His 
customary counsel. 

Fear is a v/ord used to express 
a number of human emotions. 
It is sometimes used to signify 
that reverential awe which is the 
right attitude of the child of 
Clod before his Father; at other 
times it is a cringing dread; at 
other times it is that irrational 
dread which we experience from 
an expectation of impending 
danger, evil and uncertainty: 
from suspicion, distrust, ami 
over-anxiety, ■' and when con- 
fronted by something which wc 
do not understand. 

Wc often find ourselves faced 
with situations which' are beyond 
our grasp — beyond the under- 
standing of our finite minds. 
Sometimes we find suddenly that 
a new situation makes it im- 
possible for our lives to fit into 
our normally comfortable pro- 
gram. Suffering has perhaps 
suddenly stricken one whom wo 
love, or even ourselves; accident 
has- deprived us of our home; 
we are troubled about the lot of 
an absent one; death has laid its 
cold hand on one on whom we 
depended; or perhaps we have 
become conscious of personal 
shortcomings and feel the need 
of restoring forgiveness. 

Because of one of these or 
some other circumstances, wc i 
are tempted to renounce our ' 
faith in God, repudiating our 
trust in Him, Perhaps wc are 



tempted to bid Him depart out 
of our lives as once Peter did. 
Fear has us in its grip and we 
do not know what to <lo. If we 
will but listen,' and not talk so 
much! It is when all seems to 
be at its worst that the consoling 
words fall upon our cars; "Fear 
not." It is then that we are face 
to face with our Lord. 

It is fitting that Christ should 
say "Fear not." Fear must have 
assailed Him at times, yet He 
overcame every fear. It was in 
faith in His Father that fear was 
banished from His soul. The bold 
man is not the braggart nor the 
foolhardy, but the man who 
knows the danger which faces 
him, and bravely goes on in 
faith. Such was Christ in His 
perfect manhood. 

As He spoke, on one occasion 
to Peter, conscious of His mas- 
tery over the situation — while at 
the same time, Peter was so con- 
scious of his own unworthiness' 
-i-so will He speak the same 
"Fear not" to us. Whenever we 
face the unknown, and are 
afraid, we need to hear these 
words of Christ, and hearing, 
then to face the unknown with 
courage, resolution and strength.

MAGISTRATE'S COTJBT 

YOUTHS RCMAHHiP, 
'WBBEAIHN:' CHARGE 

1 Four youths were remanded to 
April court here Friday, three on 
bail of $500, and one on. bail of 
$400, on charges of having brok- 
en into a garage at Sutton* and 
taking a car. Magistrate J. E- 
Pritchard presided. 

The hearing of charges oi 
having liquor , without permits 
to cover it against Wilfred .Mor- 
ton, Jackson's • Point, were: con- 
tinued from last week with the 
charge against Morton 'being dis- 
missed. 

Last week, Morton testified 
that he had bought two bottles 
of liquor in Lindsay for two 
friends and had used their per- 
mits. He said he had been given 
an order to purchase the liquor 
by the two men. Their permits 
were produced and the pur- 
chases were found to be listed. 

This week, Harold Maunder, a 
clerk at the vendor's in Lindsay, 
produced written orders author- 
izing Morton to make the pur- 
chases. "The evidence is that 
the liquor was legally purchas- 
ed." said Magistrate Pritchard. 
"The regulations are a little 
vague as to the length of time 
that can elapse between the pur- 
chase and the time the liquor is 
handed over to the purchaser; I 
find that Morton did not hold 
the liquor an unreasonable 
length of time." Morton testi- 
fied that he had bought the 
liquor Dec. 18 and had kept it 
until Christmas Eve when it was 
confiscated by the police. 

Lyall Komar, Toronto, pleaded 
guilty to charges of dangerous 
driving and driving without an 
operator's permit He was fined 
$40 and cosls on the first charge, 
and $10 and costs on the second 

charge. 

Norman Sellars, postmaster at 

Jackson's Point, testified that he 
saw the car driven by the ac- 
cused proceeding towards him at 
a "fast" rate of speed and that it 
had skidded into a hydro 
pole, snapping the pole. Con- 
stable Wm. Burke testified that 
when called to the scene of the 
accident, the car was not there 
but that there was a skid mark 
showing where it had travelled, 
which, by the length, indicated 
the car had been going at a high 
rate of speed. He said he stop- 
ped the accused later on the 
street and had told him of the 
accident. He said Komar had 
no permit to drive. 

Komar said that he had 
swerved to avoid another car 
and his own car had gone into a 
skid. "Driving Sunday without 
a permit 45 miles per hour or 
more places everybody on the 
s*ame road in jeopardy of their 
lives," said Magistrate Pritchard 
in passing judgment. .
